The body of the robot is composed of a large pretzel can 
into which went a one-half horsepower motor and an old 
alarm clock, the ticking of which simulates a beating heart. 
A large oil can is its head, a mortar fuse the nose, while its arms are made of 
coil springs. The mechanical wonder, known as Gismo, is five feet, eleven inches 
tall and weighs ninety two pounds. All told, he cost $1.46 though its young 
creator has placed a $150 value on him (cost of labor).

In Guthree, Oklahoma, the sixteen year old son of a Police 
Captain has his own space port, an amazing miniature con- 
ception of what someday may become a method of living in 
outer space. The boy carefully assembled the finely de- 
fy I tailed layout in his basement in eight months of painstaking 
spare-time work. He used such items as small salt cartons, 
.22 caliber shells, and carbon dioxide cartridges in design- 
ing "gravity generators," a "mercury vapor power plant," 
and "interstellar ventilation units." The youth also diagrammed floor plans for 
many of the rooms in the 30 x 60 inch model, and worked out oxygen and water 
requirements by day, week and month for a force of two hundred men and women.

One of the hottest of hot rod pilots in northern Ohio is a fourteen year old young* 
ster of Monroeville. His rod Isn't hot in the conventional sense - it goes only 
twenty miles an hour.
